* K ansas City, Mo., July 29.—J. A. 
Southern, of W ardner, Idaho, who is in 
the city, speaking of the reports from 
Jackson's Hole, pronounces them false, 
and charges th at reckless correspond­ 
ents are responsible for them. 
“The truth of the m atter is,” he said, 
“th at the cattle barons with ranges in 
W yoming and Idaho are determined to 
secure the Bannock reservation for pas­ 
turage for their cattle. W ith this ob­ 
ject in view they have system atically 
and deliberately provoked the Indians 
for the past three years. If they can 
cause an uprising they will strive to 
secure the Indians’ removal to another 
district. Perhaps some 
settlers have 
been killed, but you will 
eventually 
learn that not one m urder was done by 
the Len^hi or Bannock Indians. 
“It is a notorious fact among the peo­ 
ple of Idaho and Wyoming that the cat­ 
tle barons of the Teton valley country 
have caused all the trouble in that sec­ 
tion. Their robberies are not entirely 
confined to stealing land and cattle 
from Indians. It is invariably the case 
th a t when a white man settles in that 
country under the homestead law, in a 
few months the news will be sent out 
th at he is a ‘rustler,’ or cattle thief. The 
final outcome will be th at his neigh­ 
bors, all in the employ of the large cat­ 
tle owners, will ride up and fill him full 
of lead. His claim is again open for 
settlem ent, and his small herd of cat­ 
tle is lost among the countless herds of 
cattle of the barons. You may think 
this is a wild story, but it is the history 
of hundreds of murdered settlers. 
“My brother, Clarence L. Southern, 
was one of the recent victltms. He was 
killed six weeks1 ago near Smith’s Fork, 
about twenty-five trll'fr from F ort Brid­ 
ger. I am now en m r way to C rary’s 
Mills,, N. Y., to break the news to our 
m other.”

National Bank System Attacked wn<l De­ 
fended—Today Ends the Controversy. 


GEN. COPPINGER^ REPORT. 


Troops Expected to Reach Jackson’s Hole 
To-morrow Night. 
W ashington, July 29.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived a t arm y headquarters here from 
General Coppinger show th at the force 
of cavalry ordered to Jackson’s Hole, 
the scene of the Indian troubles in 
Wyoming, is making its way there, and 
will probably reach the place by Tues­ 
day night. 
In addition, other troops 
have been ordered to M arket Lake from 
F o rt Russell, so as to be in readiness 
for active work should their services 
be required. 
No mention is made of 
further trouble, and with the known 
peaceable attitude of the Indians on 
the W ashakie and Duchesne reserva­ 
tions the situation is regarded as very 
m uch simplified. 
The statem ent th at the Indians on the 
W ashakie and Fort Duchesne reserva­ 
tions are not involved in the present 
movement is regarded by the officers 
of the arm y as very im portant. 
The 
Shoshones are under the direction of 
the agent of the form er reservations 
and the Utes under the agent at the lat­ 
ter, so that it is felt here th at there will 
be no trouble experienced from them. 
This condition of affairs, it is believed 
here, m akes the situation much easier 
to handle, for with but one tribe of 
indians to deal with, the uprising can 
be 
much 
more 
easily 
suppresssed. 
There are now four troops of cavalry 
on their way to Marysville and five 
more will soon be at M arket Lake, 
which makes the available force all that 
it is hoped will be necesssary to quell 
the disturbance. 


KANSAS CITY FLOODED. 


Suffers from the Heaviest Rainstorm on 
Record There. 
K ansas City, Mo., July 29.—K ansas 
City and its vicinity arere visited about 
4:30 yesterday morning by the worst 
rain and lightning storm in the history 
of the w eather bureau. The rainfall ii* 
K ansas City, Mo., was 4.57 Inches, th . 
heaviest on record. 
Reports from all over the city indicant 
th a t the dam age will foot up into tn* 
thousands.

greatest am ount of damage was done 
in the vicinity of Twelfth street ani 
the ”L” road. 
At that point the cul­ 
vert which crosses Jersey Creek caver* 
in and the w ater banked up as high a t 
twenty-five feet. 
The pavem ent at Thirteenth street 
and W averly avenue was washed out, 
leaving a ditch eight feet in depth and 
extending from one side to the other. 
The sewer a t Thirteenth 
street and 
Freem an caved In, making a big hole in 
the center of the street. 
Much dam age was done to private 
property, but the city at large, however, 
suffered the greater loss. The damage 
done to the streets alone will reach into 
the thousands of dollars. It is safe to 
say th at not a street in the entire city 
which is paved with cedar blocks es­ 
caped damage. Many of the block pave­ 
m ents were swept into the Missouri by 
the w ater which flowed 
down 
the 
Streets, making them look like rivers. 
The storm caused the public officials 
and street railroad company 
much 
work. It will take many days to repair 
the damage to the streets, and it may be 
necessary for the mayor and council to 
take some action in order to carry on 
the work. 
In Armourdale and Argentine, Kan., 
much .damage was done to private and 
public property, because of the lowness 
of the ground in most parts of the cit­ 
ies. In the W est end and along Twelfth 
street In Armourdale the tracks of the 
Metropolitan street car line were cov­ 
ered with w ater for three or four blocks 
during the early part of the day. In 
the southern portion of the city may 
residences were 
flooded with water, 
mud and trash. The Metropolitan cars 
were unable to run a part of the time 
between Armourdale and Argentine.

in Englewood have been placed in the 
hands of Inspector Fitzpatrick. That at 
least four people have been foully a n i 
cruelly murdered in this cham ber of 
horrors is now a practical certainty. 
The skeleton of one of Holmes’ vic­ 
tims, supposedly that of Mrs. Julia Con­ 
ners, is now in the inspector’s office in 
the City Hall. 
Two other skeletons 
which came from the same place will be 
placed in his possession to-day or to­ 
morrow. A fourth body has been traced 
to Philadelphia, and its recipient there 
will no doubt 
be 
discovered in the 
course of a few days. The man who 
produced this startling evidence was 
closeted with the inspector and Detec­ 
tives Norton and Fitzpatrick from 6 till 
9 o’clock Saturday night. The inspector 
declines to make his name known at 
present, for the reason that it would 
handicap his further investigations. 
Yesterday’s developments in the In­ 
vestigation of the criminal deeds of H. 
H. Holmes in Chicago closed the net 
still tighter around P at Quinlan, and 
added still more proof to that already 
existing that he was an accomplice of 
the arch-m urderer and fully cognizant 
of most if not all of his deeds. The 
name of Milford H. Cole, formerly of 
Baltimore, Md., was added to the list of 
Holmes’ possible victims, as was also 
that of another woman who was for a 
short time a resident of “the castle” In 
Sixty-third street. 
The police are satisfied that the skele 
ton which is now safe In the vault of 
Inspector Fitzpatrick’s office is all that 
remains of Annie Williams, sister of 
Minnie. 
They have no means of prov 
lng that this is so, because the teeth 
have been destroyed and the jaw bones 
broken, but nevertheless they are satis 
fled th at their conclusion is correct. 
They believe that Holmes deliberately 
knocked out the teeth and disposed of 
them separately, as he knew th at they 
were proof against the action of lime 
and would surely be found if buried in 
the cellar. 
Yesterday’s revelations have also com 
vinced the police that the house at Six­ 
ty-third street was the scene of all of 
Holmes’ murders and that the m yste­ 
rious office on the third floor was em­ 
ployed exclusively for the butchery of 
his victims. 
The people Holmes Is charged with

SETTLERS, NOT INDIANS. 


Students Give a Different Version of th* 
Troubles In Wyoming. 
Baltimore, Md., July 29.—John A. G ar­ 
re tt of this city, E. R. Othernan df New 
York, and L. P. Pease of Germantown, 
Pa., members of the Princeton college 
geological expedition, that was thought 
to have been annihilated by the Indi­ 
ans, arrievd here last evening. 
Mr. 
G arrett said: 
“We left 
Dubois, Wyo., 
just two 
weeks ago for Yellow lake. We crossed 
a recently traveled Indian trail, evi­ 
dently made by the band of Lemhis who 
had gone to join the Bannocks. Later 
we came across a small party of Sho­ 
shones and camped with 
them one 
night. They seemed to be In bad hu­ 
mor, but did not tell us that they were 
on the war-path.. We passed within 
sight of Jackson’s Hole. From w hat we 
heard, the Indians had more cause to 
be afraid of the settlers than the latter 
bad to be afraid of the Indians. The im­ 
pression prevailed th at the white people 
were very anxious to fight the red­ 
skins.” 


FORTY PERSONS POISONED. 


Many 
Residents 
of 
Thompson, 
Iowa, 
Are Prostrated. 
Clinton, Iowa, July 29.—Forty people 
were poisoned by eating pressed beef 
Saturday at the village of Thompson, 
eight miles north of here. 
At George Griswold’s farm house, 
twenty-two threshers sat down to sup­ 
per and ate heartily of the meat. In 
less than an hour all were stricken with 
terrible pains, and although no deaths 
have yet resulted, many are in a pre­ 
carious condition. Several families also 
bought and ate the meat, and they were 
all similarly affected. One young wo­ 
man was seized by the pain and was 
found in the night, wandering around. 
The screams of the victims could be 
heard for half a mile, and the excite­ 
ment is intense. The m eat was pre­ 
pared by a local butcher. 


Settlers Not Molested. 
M arket Lake, Idaho, July 29.—Advices 
received from the troops are to the ef­ 
fect that the Indians are pouring into 
Jackson’s Hole from all directions, 
though they have not molested settlers. 
They are located in the wildest part of 
the valley in a position from which all 
he troops in this departm ent could not 
drive them if they” choose to remain. 
he troops are camped twenty-five miles 
ast of Rexburg. 


Three Children Killed by a Train.

Park, a suburb of this city, were found 
the mangled bodies of three boys, rang­ 
ing in age from IO to lo years. They 
had evidently been run down by a train 
Saturday night and had remained un­ 
discovered until morning. 
The bodies 
were identified as those of J. W aters 
Blundon, son of J. U. Blundon, a prom­ 
inent contractor and real estate broker 
of this city: Guy Brown, son of W. R. 
Brown of 1225 H street, and Charles 
Lynch of Riverdale. 
The bodies were 
found huddled together and mangled 
alm ost beyond recognition.

It is stated in official circles that 
Captain General M artinez Campos went 
to Bayamo against the advice of the 
general commanding at Manzanillo, be­ 
cause he had heard that the Insurgents 
intended to occupy the town, and pro­ 
claim a provisional government.

Japanese Troop Train Flanges Over the 


Sea Wall. 
Yokohama, July 29.—A train bearing 
400 Japanese soldiers who landed at 
Hiroshima 
on their return 
from the 
war, while en route to Kobe, ran off 
the rails where the line is constructed 
along a sea wall. 
Plunging over the 
wall, the first section of the train was 
thrown into the sea. 
It consisted of 
tw enty-three cars and two engines, one 
in front and one in the rear. 
A gale 
prevailed 
at the time 
and immense 
waves washed over the railroad track. 
W hen the train reached the most ex­ 
posed part on the morning of the acci­ 
dent it was very dark. A succession of 
heavy waves struck the train and cut it 
in two. 
The first engine with eleven 
cars fell into the sea. 
It is estim ated 
th at the killed numbered fourteen. 


'Suspected Murderer Lynched. 
Meridan, Miss., July 29.—Charlie Bur­ 
well, colored, about 65 years of age, was 
lynched near here last night. 
It was 
thought that he was concerned in the 
Farm er outrage, which occurred w ith­ 
in a stone’s throw of where he was 
hanged. On the night of July 4, Lewis 
Farm er and his wife, who run a small 
store about two miles from here wqjre 
murderously assaulted and left for dead. 
Their store was robbed. It is said th at 
Burwell was lynched by the perpetra­ 
tors of the Farm er outrage, as Burwell 
had interested himself in the m atter 
and had been promised a reward of 
$250 If he could detect the guilty parties. 


Chicago, July 29.—The Horr-Harvey 
debate closes this afternoon. Mr. H ar­ 
vey anounced Saturday that he would 
confine himself exclusively to the dis­ 
cussion of the advisability of indepen­ 
dent action on the part of the United 
States in the m atter of the free coinage 
of silver. Mr. Horr, on the other hand, 
said he would prove to the people of the 
United States that gold Is the natural 
money for great business transactions, 
and is the chosen money of all civilized 
nations; its use in preference to silver 
is an illustration of the survival of the 
fittest. These questions alone will form 
the basis of the concluding argum ents 
Monday. 
In a nutshell, the argum ents of Sat­ 
urday were along these lines: 
Claimed by Mr. H arvey—That panics 
are due to our system of bank credits; 
that supply and demand, not cost of 
production, fix prices; that the relative 
value of the dollar now is greater than 
in 1865; that there is a constant increase 
in debtors, in tenants, in homicides, in­ 
sanity, suicide and crime; that, in short, 
the logical outcome of the tendency of 
present events must be the substitution 
of a monarchy for the present republic. 
Claimed by Mr. H orr—That the vol­ 
ume of currency in circulation is not 
closely related to the volume of busi­ 
ness; that there is no such thing as an 
unlimited demand for anything in the 
world, not even of money; that there 
are other uses of money than as a me­ 
dium of paying debts; that the panic of 
1893 was caused by a fear that this coun­ 
try might return to tho silver basis; 
that the business of the country does 
not depend upon the per capita of the 
circulating medium; that the debt of 
the country Is decreasing; that eleven 
items in Mr. H arvey's table of debts are 
millions of dollars wrong In the aggre­ 
gate, and wholly misleading. 
The most striking sentences that 
elicited the greatest applause were 
these: 
Mr. H orr—The am ount of money does 
not make business active; it is the 
amount of business th at makes money 
active in this country of ours. 
Mr. H arvey—Labor has a right to or­ 
ganize so long as money Is organized 
and monopoly is protected. The inde­ 
pendent citizen is a good citizen; he is 
no m an’s slave; he is a patriot. 
Mr. H orr opened the debate with an 
argum ent to show that the wage-earner 
in 1890 could procure with the price paid 
him for a day’s work one and nearly 
three-fourths times as much 
of 
the 
things he needed In 1890 as he could have 
got in 1870. 
Speaking in defense of our 
national bank system, he said: “Banks 
are a natural outgrowth of civilization. 
They have been continually improved 
to meet the growing business of the 
world. No nation can economically do 
its business without the aid of banks. 
When well managed they bless all the 
people in any and every community 
where they are located. They add busi­ 
ness power to every dollar of the stand­ 
ard money in existence. They make a 
dollar in gold do more than twenty dol­ 
lars used to do.” 
Replying to this and attacking the 
system which makes necessary national 
banks, Mr. Harvey said: “Notice the 
failures prior to 1862, when bank credit 
was supplying the people with money. 
Look at its terrible ravages in the last 
ten years; 115,000 business concerns have 
gone into bankruptcy. How is it now? 
At least th at many more are hanging 
on by their eyebrows. This is the re­ 
ward of human energy and thrift. 
I 
do not mean to say that all these fail­ 
ures are to be attributed to this cause, 
but I do mean to say th at the credit 
system of money, with its tax of $200,- 
000,000 annually, will account for every 
dollar Involved in these failures. 
If 
we had more real money instead of 
bank credit money there would be com­ 
paratively few debts and few failures.” 
Of the claim made by Mr. H orr that 
wages had been increased, Insomuch as 
the laborer could purchase more of the 
necessaries of life with the wages paid 
him, Mr. Harvey said: “Laborers are of 
two classes. One class is the kind that 
produce something with their labor and 
depend on selling w hat they produce 
to receive pay for their labor. 
Under 
this class come all our farmers. If one 
of them produces with his labor IOO 
bushels of wheat and gets $50 for it, 
then $50 is the price of his labor. But 
if he sells the IOO bushels of wheat for 
$100 then he has received double the 
pay he did formerly. 
We have seen 
how the farm er loses; also those who 
sell what they produce to get pay for 
their labor. This has discouraged those 
vocations and men and women have 
drifted to the cities. 
The cities have 
proportionately outgrown the country 
In population. 
W ith the unemployed 
comes underconsumption. The trend of 
population should be to the country. 
To secure this there m ust be an induce­ 
m ent; farm ing m ust be made profit­ 
able. You m ust advance prices so th at 
the farm er can pay his taxes more eas 
ily, so he can sell his produce for more 
money. The rural population will thus 
increase. The farm er can live on w hat 
he raises.

Good Crops im Nebraska. 
Omaha, Neb., July 29.—N ebraska will 
produce this year the largest yield of 
grain in Its history. The prospect is 
that the corn crop will reach 300,000,OM 
bushels. W heat averages twenty bush­ 
els, oats sixty, rye fifty, and potatoes 
150. The acreage of corn is 30 per cent 
above that of last year, while the small 
grain acreage is less. The hay crop will 
be enormous in nearly every section re­ 
ported, while alfalfa fields have pro­ 
duced heavily. The sugar beet yield will 
exceed by 50 per cent the yield of any 
previous year. More cattle will be fed 
in Nebraska this winter than ever be­ 
fore.

SUNDAY’S SERMON 
BY DR. TALMAGE 


T H E IMPERIAL O RGAN 
OF 
H U M A N S Y S T E M . 
T H E 


•*The All-Seeing” the Subject of Last 
Sunday's Discourse—‘‘He That Formed 
the Eye, Shall He Not See?”—Psalms 
•4 : 9—A Wonderful Camera, 
EW YORK, July 28, 
1895.—Rev. Dr. Tal­ 
mage, who is still 
absent on his sum­ 
mer preaching tour 
in 
the West and 
Southwest, has pre­ 
pared for to-day a 
sermon 
on 
‘‘The 
All-Seeing,” the text 
s e l e c t e d 
being 
Psalm 
94 :9, 
“He 
that formed the eye, 
Shall he not see?” 
The imperial organ of the human sys­ 
tem is the eye. All up and down the 
Bible God honors it, extols it, illustrates 
It, or arraigns it. 
Five hundred and 
thirty-four times it is mentioned in the 
Bible. Omnipresence—“the eyes of the 
Lord are in every place.” Divine care 
—“as the apple of the eye.” The clouds 
—“the eyelids of the morning.” Irrever­ 
ence—“the eye that mocketh at its 
father.” Pride—“Oh, how lofty are their 
eyes!” 
Inattention—“the fool’s eye in 
the ends of the earth.” Divine inspec­ 
tion—“wheels full of eyes.” 
Sudden­ 
ness—“in the twinkling of an eye at 
the 
last 
trump.” 
Olivetic 
sermon— 
“the light of the body is the eye.” This 
morning’s text—“He that formed the 
eye, shall he not see?” The surgeons, 
the doctors, the anatomists 
and the 
physiologists understand much of the 
glories of the two great lights of the 
hum an face; but the vast multitudes go 
on from cradle to grave without any 
appreciation of the two great master­ 
pieces of the Lord God Almighty. 
If 
God had lacked anything of infinite 
wisdom, he would have failed in creat­ 
ing the human eye. We wander through 
the earth 
trying 
to 
see 
wonderful 
sights, but the most wonderful sight 
th a t we ever see is not so wonderful as 
the instruments through which we see 
it. It has been a strange thing to me 
for forty years that some scientist, with 
enough eloquence and magnetism, did 
not go through the country with il­ 
lustrated lectures on canvas thirty feet 
square, to startle, and thrill, and over­ 
whelm Christendom with the marvels 
of the human eye. We want the eye 
taken from all its technicalities, 
and 
some one who shall lay aside all talk 
about the 
pterygomaxillary 
fissures, 
and the sclerotica, and the chiasma of 
the optic nerve, and in common par­ 
lance, which you and I and everybody 
can understand, present the subject. 
We have learned men who have been 
telling us w'hat our origin is and what 
we wTere. Oh! if some one should come 
forth from the dissecting-table and from 
the class-room of the university and 
take the platform, and, asking the help 
of the Creator, demonstrate the wan­ 
ders of what we are! 
If I refer to the physiological facts 
Suggested by the former part of my 
text, it is only to bring out in a plainer 
w ay the theological lessons of the lat­ 
te r part of my text, “He that formed 
the eye, shall he not see?” 
I suppose 
m y text referred to the human 
eye, 
since it excels all others in structure 
and in adaptation. 
The eyes of fish, 
and reptiles, and moles, and bats, are 
very simple things, because they have 
not much to do. There are insects with 
a. hundred eyes, but the hundred eyes 
have less faculty than the human eyes. 
The black beetle swimming the sum­ 
m er pond has two eyes under water and 
two eyes above the water, but the four 
insectile are not 
equal 
to 
the 
two 
human. Man, placed at the head of all 
living creatures, must have supreme 
equipment, wrhile the blind fish in the 
Mammoth Cave of Kentucky have only 
an undeveloped organ 
of 
sight, 
an 
apology for the eye, which, if through 
some crevice of the 
mountain 
they 
should get into the sunlight, might be 


eye of the owl Is blind in the daytime, 
the eyes of some creatures are blind 
at night, but the human eye so marvel­ 
ously constructed can see both by day 
and by night. Many of the other crea­ 
tures of God can move the eye only 
from side to side, but the human eye so 
marvelously constructed has one mus­ 
cle to lift the eye, and another muscle 
to lower the eye, and another muscle 
to roll it to the right, and another mus­ 
cle to roll it to the left, and another 
muscle passing through a pulley to turn 
it round and round—an elaborate gear­ 
ing of six muscles as perfect as God 
could make them. 
There also is the 
retina, gathering the rays of light and 
passing the visual impression along 
the optic nerve, about the thickness of 
the lampwick—passing the visual im­ 
pression on to the sensorium, and on into 
the soul. 
W hat a delicate lens, what 
an exquisite screen, w’hat soft cushions, 
what 
w’onderful 
chemistry 
of 
the 
human eye! The eye w’ashed by a slow 
stream of moisture whether we sleep or 
wake, rolling imperceptibly over the 
pebble of the eye and emptying into 
a bone of the nostril. A contrivance so 
wonderful that it can 
see 
the 
sun, 
ninety-five million miles away, and the 
point of a pin. 
Telescope and micro­ 
scope in the same contrivance. The as­ 
tronomer swings and moves this way 
and that, and adjusts and readjusts 
the telescope until he gets it to the 
right focus; the microscopist moves 
this way and that, and adjusts and 
readjusts the magnifying glass until 
it is prepared to do its work; but the 
human eye, without a touch, beholds 
the star and the smallest insect. 
The 
traveler among the Alps, 
with one 
glance taking in Mont Blanc and the 
face of his watch to see whether he has 
time to climb it. 
Oh! this wonderful camera obscura 
which you and I carry about with us, 
so to-day we can take in our friends, so 
from the top of Mount Washington we 
can take in Now England, so at night 
W’e can sweep into our vision the con 
striations from horizon to horizon. So 
delicate, so semi-infinite, and yet the 
light coming ninety-five millions of 
miles at the rate of two hundred thou­ 
sand miles a second is obliged to halt 
at the gate of the eye, waiting for ad­ 
mission until the portcullis be lifted. 
Something hurled ninety-five millions of 
miles and striking an instrument which 
has not the agitation of even winking 
under the pow’er of the stroke. There, 
also, is the merciful arrangement of the 
tear gland, by w’hich the eye is washed 
and from which lolls tne tide w'hich 
brings the relief which cornus in tears 
when some bereavement or great loss 
strikes us. The tear not an augmenta 
tion of sorrow, but the breaking up of 
the Cretic of frozen grief in the warm 
gulf stream of consolation. Incapacity 
to wetp is madness or death. Thank 
God for the tear glands, and that the 
crystal gates are so easily opened. Oh 
the wonderful hydraulic apparatus of 
the human eye! Divinely constructed 
vision! Two light-houses at the harbor 
of the immortal soul, under the shining 
of w‘hlch the w'orld sails in and drops 
anchor. W hat an anthem of praise to 
God is the human eye. The tongue is 
speechless and a clumsy instrument of 
expression as compared with it. Have 
you not seen it flash with indignation 
or kindle with enthusiasm, or expand 
W'ith devotion, or melt w’ith sympathy 
or stare with fright, or leer with vil 
lainy, or droop with sadness, or pale 
W'ith envy, or fire with revenge, or twin 
kle w'ith mirth, or beam with love? It 
is tragedy and comedy, pastoral 
and 
lyric in turn. Have you not seen its up 
lifted brow of surprise, or its frow’n of 
wrath, or its contraction of pain? lf 
the eye say one thing and the lips say 
another thing, you believe the eye rather 
than the lips. The eyes of Archibald 
Alexander and Charles G. Finney wore 
the mightiest 
part of their sermons. 
George Whitefield enthralled great as­ 
semblages with his eyes, though they 
w'ere crippled with strabismus. Many a 
military chieftain has with a look hurled 
a regiment to victory or to death. Mar­ 
tin Luther turned his great eye on an as­ 
sassin who came to take his life, and 
the villain fled. Under the glance of 


ministering spirits, sent, forth to minis­ 
ter to those who shall be heirs of salva­ 
tion? But human inspection and angelic 
inspection and stellar inspection and 
lunar inspection and solar inspection 
are tame compared with the thought of 
divine inspection. “You converted me 
twenty years ago,” said a black man to 
my father. “How so?” said my father. 
Twenty years ago,” said the other, “in 
the old school-house prayer meeting at 
Bound Brook you said in your prayer, 
Thou, God, seest me,’ and I had no 
peace under the eye of God until I be­ 
came a Christian.” Hear it: “The eyes 
of the Lord are in every place.” “His 
eyelids try the children of men.” “His 
eyes were as a flame of fire.” “I will 
guide thee with mine eye.” Oh! the eye 
of God, so full of bity, so full of pow'er, 
so full of love, so full of indignation, so 
full of compassion, so full of mercy! 
How it peers through the darkness! 
How it outshines the day! How it glares 
upon the offender! How it beams upon 
the penitent soul! Talk about the hu­ 
man eye being indescribably wonderful

W hat a beautiful epi­ 
taph that was for a tombstone in a Eu­ 
ropean cemetery: “Here reposes in God, 
Katrina, a saint, eighty-five years bf 
age and blind.

A H A N D -S H A P E D ORA N G E. 


B e lo n g s to th e O sage V ariety— E ven the 


F in g er N ails A re T here. 
The five-fingered orange is a queer 
thing, says P e a rso n ’s W eekly. It grow s 
in exactly the shape of a h u m an hand, 
w ith a th u m b an d four fingers. 
It is a 
half-open hand, th a t of this curious 
fruit, and the close resem blance to the 
lean, long-nailed hand is startlin g . E ven 
th e nails are identical, hard-pointed and 
clawlike, tipping 
the 
o range 
fingers 
w ith a length equal in som e cases to 
three inches. 
It is no interloper in a w ell-regulated 
fam ily of oranges, but a re g u la r m em ­ 
ber, belonging to the. osage variety. 
It 
has a fam ily nam e an d C hristian nam e 
of its own, b u t its pet nam e is “five- 
fingered orange,” an d nobody b"* *he 
b o tan ist cares to call it by the one, 
which m eans the sam e thing. 
T h e tree itself is a ragged little s h ru l 
t h a t does not av e rag e m ore th a n fivt 
o r six feet in height in its native Jap a n . 
It does not grow stra ig h t as a properly 
behaved tree is supposed to do, but' 
curved everyw here. 
It would be ver; 
difficult to find tw o consecutive inches 
in the entire tree whose line of direction 
is the same. 
E ven 
the 
b ranches 
grow in spiral 
form s, so th a t the w idth of the tree is 
often as g re a t as the height. The fruit 
itself is of a light-yellow color, a pure 
lemon hue, grow ing greenish to w ard 
the stem . The size is im mense, consid­ 
ered relatively to o th er o ranges or to 
the size of the tree, the larg est ones 
m easu rin g when m a tu re fully ten inches 
from the w rist to the point of the middle 
finger, including the nail. 
T he fru it is not edible—none of the 
osage v arie ty is—b u t w h a t it lacks in 
being unable to tickle the p alate it m ore 
th a n m akes up in good perfum e.
